This  Yearbook  is  of  little  intrinsic  value  to  the  student  now.  It  will  be  invaluable  to  the  man  later.  In 
the  coming  years,  which  will  pass  as  if  they  were  only  days,  a  glance  at  this  book  will  revive  fond  memor- 
ies and  reminiscences  of  friends  forgotten;  a  glance  will  recapture  moments  of  greatest  ecstasy  ajiid  keenest 
disappointment. 

These  few  words  are  dedicated  not  only  to  the  English  High  School  graduating  class  of  1951,  but  to  all 
graduating  classes  of  1951 — the  first  class  of  the  half  century  destined  to  be  the  most  prophectic  era  in  the 
history  of  man's  struggle  for  survival. 

When  we  entered  this  school,  there  were  marked  differences  in  each  of  us  to  distinguish  us  from  our 
fellow  students.  We  were  truly  individuals.  As  years  pass  and  we  are  on  the  verge  of  graduation  and 
entry  into  the  realistic  business  world,  these  differences  do  not  materialize;  we  are  all  fundamentally  one 
and  the  same — as  it  should  be. 

The  main  object  of  English  High  is  to  make  and  mold  men  of  matchless  moral  character,  as  evidenced 
by  the  school  motto:  "Be  clean.  Be  courteous.  Be  square."  The  secondary  object  of  English  High 
School  is  to  enrich  us  with  the  advantages  of  a  higher  education  or  to  prepare  us  for  life  in  the  business 
world.  English  High  School  has  succeeded  in  these  two  aims;  and  in  doing  so,  has  made  upright,  civic- 
minded  citizens  of  its  graduates.  Men  of  previous  classes  -  a  year,  a  decade  or  a  generation  ago  -  have 
proved  the  success  of  these  prescribed  goals  of  our  school.  Our  own  class  will  prove  its  success.  Gradu- 
ates of  our  class  will  be  great  statesmen,  successful  business  men,  leading  financiers,  outstanding  scientists, 
but,  most  of  all,  they  will  be  men. 

An  exception- 
ally good  basketball  team,  a  mediocre  baseball  team,  a  below-average  hockey  team — all  receive  the  same 
well-deserved  support  of  both  student  body  and  alumni.  To  all  sports,  this  unanimous  support  is  given;  to 
Mr.  Ronan's  consistently  good  track  teams,  to  Mr.  Stewart's  aggressive  football,  baseball  and  hockey 
squads,  to  the  standard  bearers  of  Mr.  Murphy's  courageous  tennis  team,  to  Mr.  Simmon's  gallant  golf  cam- 
paigners, and  also  to  all  our  adversaries  in  these  sporting  events.  Enthusiastic  support  is  also  accorded  to 
the  more  refined  extra-curricular  activities;  for  instance — to  this  Yearbook,  the  Catalog,  the  Chess  Club,  the 
Camera  Club,  the  Science  Club,  and  the  Discussion  Club.  Mr.  Trongone's  musical  organizations,  also  are 
well  liked  by  all  students;  and  E.  H.  S.'s  band  is  almost  always  the  winner  in  its  division  of  the  schoolboy 
cadet  parade. 

Ever  since  the  middle  of  the  century,  our  country  has  followed  a  policy  of  "Manifest  Destiny";  it  is  the 
duty  of  America  to  lead  and  protect  the  entire  world.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  recorded  time  has  the 
world  been  in  such  danger.

FRESHMAN  YEAR

Accepting  our  fate  and  the  fact  that  we  had  only  a  few  minutes  left,  we 
hurried  to  meet  old  friends  again.  After  the  usual  filling  out  of  a  few  thousand 
cards,  we  awaited  the  long  hours  before  us. 

The  second  year  was  different.  We  no  longer  had  that  chocking,  fear- 
ful feeling  deep  down  inside  of  us.  We  no  longer  groped  our  way  up  the 
dark  corridors  in  search  of  unheard  of  rooms,  only  to  find  ourselves  in  darker, 
more  astonishing  places.  Yes,  we  had  learned  uncountable  miles  of  informa- 
tion.

When  the  dust  had  settled  and  the 
noise  had  ceased,  behold  we  saw  a  memorial  reminding  us  of  those  E.  H.  S. 
sons  who  didn't  think  twice  to  give  their  lives  so  that  we  may  live. 

The  time  was  approaching  now  when  we  could  say  that  only  two  more 
years  had  to  come  and  go.  April  washed  in.  The  prize  drill  was  only  an- 
other date  on  the  fast  fading  month  of  April.  May  and  then  June  shone 
through  the  windows.    We  were  no  longer  Sophomores,  but  five  star  Juniors. 

JUNIOR  YEAR 

A  well  earned  rest  had  just  come  to  a  close,  and  Juniors  as  well  as  Seni- 
ors, Sophomores,  and  Freshmen  entered  E.  H.  S.  for  ten  more  months  of  anxi- 
ety.

English,  Latin,  and 
Technical  participated  in  the  first  cross  country  events.  E.  H.  S.  came  out  on 
top. 

Mr.  Atwood,  backed  by  a  very  able  physics  department,  had  us  well  into 
the  subject  by  the  first  of  December.  Before  the  Christmas  vacation,  the 
Seniors  started  to  clean  out  the  lockers.  They  left  the  locker  room  looking  like 
the  city  dump.

This  winter  was  extremely  mild.  Some  of  us  were  playing  catch  on  the 
Christmas  vacation.  The  fellows  were  really  "sharped  up"  with  their  Christ- 
mas presents  when  we  came  back  to  school. 

The  basketball  team  did  a  fine  job  taking  the  Boston  Conference  Champ- 
ionship. The  boys  had  a  perfect  cheering  section  at  the  Tech  Tourney,  and 
played  their  hearts  out  for  the  Blue  and  Blue,  only  to  loose  the  game  to  At- 
tleboro. 

After  C.  P.,  the  Juniors  felt  lonely.  Seniors  were  very  rare  persons  a- 
round  the  school  those  days.  Although  we  were  still  struggling  our  way  along, 
we  had  started  to  check  off  the  number  of  days  left  for  school  —  even  though 
there  were  eighty  more  to  go.

He  had  the  usual  support 
from  the  boys,  and  was  desperately  seeking  out  all  the  promises  he  had  re- 
ceived from  the  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Not  until  after  a  year's  hard  work  were  we  able  to  say  that  we  were 
Seniors.

SENIOR  YEAR 

Along  with  the  usual  problems  that  confront  a  Senior  Class,  the  Class  of 
'51  was  obviously  the  smallest  senior  class  since  1920.  Unforeseen  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  were  such  questions  as:  "Would  the  subscriptions  for  the 
Yearbook  pull  us  over  the  top?"  "Would  we  have  a  prom?"  These  and  the 
fear  of  being  handed  our  draft  papers  at  graduation  surely  had  us  guessing. 

One  good  cogitation,  the  knowledge  that  C.  P.  would  release  us  around 
the  first  of  May,  resounded  through  our  minds  until  insanity  seemed  to  be  a 
poor  diagnosis  for  our  actions.  But  with  all  our  haste  to  leave  you,  E.  H.  S., 
to  explore  the  outside,  I  may  assure  you  we  would  be  very  glad  to  fill  your 
long  corridors,  when  our  troubles  really  begin. 

Jerry  O'Leary  and  the  boys  gained  the  respect  of  Latin  in  the  annual 
English-Latin  Thanksgiving  Day  gome.  It  was  a  ding-dong  battle  all  the 
way,  which  found  English  ahead  all  of  the  game.  The  final  score  of  the 
game  was;  English  41,  Latin  30. 

Those  Seniors  who  took  the  college  course  were  fascinated  by  the  chemis- 
try labs,  a  fascination  that  lived  until  H2S  and  S02  became  one  of  the  experi- 
ments. 

Class  elections  gave  an  opportunity  to  all  Seniors  to  vote.  George  Hotton 
convinced  us  he  should  be  president  of  the  Senior  Class.  Other  electees  were 
Jerry  O'Leary,  secretary-treasurer;  Alan  T.  Howe,  vice-president;  J.  Robert 
Jacobs  and  Oliver  Galloway,  executive  committee. 

Basketball  again  reigned  supreme  in  E.  H.  S.  as  the  team  ended  the  sea- 
son undefeated.    In  the  Tech  Tourney,  Lawrence  squeezed  out  a  50-49  win. 

Flash  -  Mr.  and  Mrs.  North  and  South  America  and  all  the  ships  at  sea. 
Who,  in  Mr.  Brown's  C4  class,  borrowed  a  pill  from  his  fabulous  collection? 
Certainly  the  culprit  must  have  been  apprehended  by  now.  If  he  hasn't  been, 
the  F.  B.  I  could  use  him. 

The  long  and  tedious  job  of  collecting  class  dues  soon  lessened  the 
weights  of  our  billfolds.  Mr.  Frazier  and  the  room  councillors  had  their  work 
cut  out  for  them  on  this  job. 

Mr.  Heins  appointed  a  committee  of  boys  to  encourage  members -of  the 
class  to  have  class  pictures  taken.  The  Yearbook  money  started  to  seep  in, 
and  we  soon  discovered  alumni  dues  were  also  to  be  dealt  with.

The  "great  release" 
came  on  May  4.  By  the  time  next  Friday  rolled  around  Nick  Belilis  was  still 
wondering  where  all  the  seniors  had  gone. 

We  have  spent  four  years  in  E.  H.  S.  -  some  of  us  longer.  When  we 
first  came  to  the  school,  we  had  great  expectations  of  the  future,  or  of  just  hav- 
ing a  good  time.  Since  that  eventful  day  in  our  lives,  much  has  taken  place 
in  the  world  to  change  our  dreams.

FOOTBALL 


The  year  1950  marked  the  third  campaign  in  which  "Bill"  Stewart  was  at 
the  helm  of  the  Blue  and  Blue  football  team.  Aided  by  his  two  able  assistants, 
Mr.  Moran  and  Mr.  Ronayne,  Mr.  Stewart  led  the  boys  from  Montgomery 
Street  to  their  first  conference  championship  since  1947.

BASKETBALL 
Boston  Conference  Champions 

Both  the  English  High  School  and  the  Intown  Division  of  the  Boston  Con- 
ference may  never  again  see  a  basketball  quintet  like  the  one  that  the  Blue 
and  Blue  of  English  presented  during  this  past  campaign.  The  team  raced 
through  the  conference  without  a  defeat,  something  that  has  yet  to  be  done  by 
any  other  school  to  date.  Running  up  a  record  total  of  1,036  points  for  the 
season's  play,  v/as  just  one  of  the  many  records  that  tumbled  from  the  books. 
By  walloping  South  Boston  to  the  tune  of  52-41  for  the  city  Championship,  the 
Blue  and  Blue  hoopsters  gained  their  second  city  win  from  their  last  three  In- 
town League  Championships.  A  second  invitation  in  as  many  years  to  the 
famous  Tech  Tourney  climaxed  a  season  that  will  long  be  remembered.  En- 
tering the  post-season  classic  as  dark  horses,  with  a  possibility  of  going  all  the 
way,  the  Double  Blue  met  a  stubborn  tartar  in  Lawrence  High.  Leading  all 
the  way,  and  out  front  by  a  comfortable  margin,  Lawrence  came  on  fast  in 
the  fourth  quarter  to  pull  out  the  upset  of  the  year,  winning  50-49.  A  tough  end- 
ing, indeed,  for  a  championship  team.  A  cartload  of  honor  and  glory  was  be- 
stowed upon  the  team  which  averaged  74  points  per  game  and  ran  up  the 
highest  score  for  any  E.  H.  S.  basketball  quintet,  that  being  the  record  109 
points  scored  against  Trade.  Captain  Ted  Carangelo  netted  259  points  for  the 
season's  play,  while  team  mate  Carl  Klumpp  registered  a  total  of  237. 
It  was  a  one,  two,  scoring  punch  that  was  good  for  496  points  by  the  end  of 
the  season.  Both  boys  ran  one,  two,  respectively,  for  the  Conference  individ- 
ual scoring  crown.  Carangelo  and  Klumpp,  along  with  reliable  first  stringers, 
Fucillo  and  Resnick,  gained  berths  on  the  "All  Boston"  basketball  five,  which 
was  named  by  a  local  radio  station. 


Francis  Richards,  always  a  threat 
from  the  outside,  completed  the  first 
five,  that  proved  to  be  tops  and  un- 
beatable throughout  the  Intown 
Loop. 

Dorchester  made  an  all  out  bid  to 
dethrone  the  Champs  in  their  initial 
contest,  the  score  being  55-51,  how- 
ever in  their  second  outing,  things 
were  a  little  different  as  the  English 
Hoop  men  ran  away  with  a  66-36 
verdict. 

Arch  rival  Latin  school  proved  to 
be  no  exception,  as  they  too  fell  by 
the  Art  Sullivan  coached  power- 
house, by  scores  of  63-57  and  45-34. 
Coach  Sullivan  employed  a  fast- 
breaking  offense  with  an  all  out 
press  that  proved  to  be  quite  suc- 
cessful. Splendid  team  work  plus 
expert  coaching  gave  Boston  En- 
glish a  basketball  team  that  will  be 
hard  to  beat  in  many  a  year  to 
come. 

Ferdinand  Carangelo,   Ted's  un- 
cle,  along  with   Stanley  Cooper, 
managed  the   team.     Next  year's 
squad  will  de  captained  by  forward 
Angelo  Veneziano.

In  spite  of  having  to  start  from 
scratch,  Mr.  Murphy  turned  out 'a  team  that  exemplified  the  character  of  Eng- 
lish High  School  boys  at  all  times  on  the  courts.
